1. r~ ^3 briefed dfflRTENS, «ROHRICH end PBAIERIE 

earlier uPthe morning on the latest developments in the CANIRIBS ease* It 
was still being handled on this high a level, although there was di scus sion 
that KUTZBACH would be assigned as Head<riarters ' ease officer* NRfZKS said 
he would iraediately try to reach TCUE, Da pity Chief of Pi enste te lle 62, in 
order to find out what had happened to WAdolf MUELLER and CAKXKXUS. My ef- 
forts to re sob MUKLUR on Sunday (19 June) and a arty Monday nomlng at the 
Preeadenheia, Bad Toele, Telephone 2362, ware unsueoeasfnl* MERTENS said that 
th ie wa s not strsngs in that Die nets telle 62 had ordered MUELLER not to taka 
CAXUHUS to Bad Tosls, tut to put hlsi up sowmdiers in Mnnioh* 

2* We waited until l$O 0 boursbefore we reoelTwd word that a nee ting had 
been laid on* Shortly before the wee ting began, MERTENS received the results 
of the laboratory tests on the letter sent to CANINIDS by his wife. There 
was no indication, according to the report, of any SV system In the letter* 
However, the laboratory stated categorically that a not# anoloaed la the lat- 
ter, allegedly written by CANTNIUS's son Wolfgang, was remarkable for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

a* The handwriting was that of a person who had either been brought 
up in the Baltic countries or else who had spent considerable tine there} 
another- possibility was that it bad bean dictated by a Russian who had a good 
but not fluent knowledge of German. 

b. The phraseology and style was not that which would normally be 
employed by a 1U to 16 year old schoolboy* 

e* The penmanship indicates a degree of uncertainty on the part of 
the writer in that eertain letters within words bad bean Joined together as 
an afterthought (!*#*, they had first been printed and than merely strung to- 
gether)* 



d* The educated guess of the lab teohnioians was that the lettar 
had been written by a youth from the Baltic states or that it had been dictated 
by a Soviet ease officer. 

3* The meeting st 1530 hours was chaired by KLAUS HER. It was extreme ly 
dlsturblng to learn that ZELLE not only had not seen SMUCLER, bat bad no In- 
formation on tba ossa from the time whan it had first baan brought to his at- 
tention on the evening of 16 June, Secondly, I was (booked to dlsoover that 
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H TKTJJB t bad been ordered to drop oontact with CANINIDS end had been sent to 
Stuttgart to await farther orders. I asked where CAHINIUS was and was net 
by a circle of blank faces. Re was allegedly sonewbere In the vicinity of 
Moiloh. Despite the temptation to remonstrate strongly on this point, I 
felt that I could not do so at the moment and probably also would have gained 
nothing by tackling such a large group. (Rote: It occurs to me that one of 
the primary reasons that HTELUR was evacuated so rapidly from Munich was 
that ZIPPBt suspected (rightly) that I uad gotten elose to HJELtER and that 
I would have liked to work directly with him on the ease) . The stated reason 
for his withdrawal was that MDEI1ER was a technical Interrogator, not an SfS 
expert and also not a ease offloer. 

tu I spent the first half-hour briefing ZFXJ.E and the group in general 
on the circumstances of the ease. Thereafter e d issuasion ensued of which 
the gist was, idiere do we go from, here? KLAPSMBt repeatedly b em oaned the feet 
that ZIPPffi did not have a trained capable flB oase officer readily available "" - 
ISnSSSre CiK!£kflKI. 1 suggested to MihmS ihai one of tSs new ease (rfUcers 
operating onder ScnSMAW of Disnsts telle 62 be brought down frow Berlin 
specifically to handle CAHINIDS. MERTEHS stated, without giving a reason, 
that those individuals eould not leave Vest Berlin. 

5. KIADSMHt finally stated that he thought he would be able to shake a 
oase offloer loose frow Dienststelle l6l. This man Is already loadsd with 
five active eaaea and KLADSHBt was not at all sure that be eould be reached 
on 21 or even 22 Jane. 

6. I asked s evera l times what they proposed to do about replying to 
the letter from CANINIDS 'srf.fe* The response was that nothing could be done 
given tbs existing sat of clrotmutanoes. They merely said that it was un- 
fo rtun ate, bat no reply eould be made until a new ease officer had been briefed 
and had met C AMIR IDS. I agreed, but pressed again fbr s speedy resolution of 
this embarrassing and extremely unfortunate situation. 

7. I poshed again to have CAHINIDS' a oar inspected thoroughly to see if
